A friendship formed at Gettysburg 
in 1803, and renewed at the time 
of 
the great anniversary fifty years lat­ 
er. was broken Wedm 
lay night when 
Timothy ll. Edward*, a Confederate 
veteran died at the home of his daugh­ 
ter in Baltimore. 
Mr. Edwards was 
one of Pickett’s men and, at the time 
of the charge, fell into the hands of 
members of the 125th New York. 
After the excitement of the charge 
had cleared away, and order was 
in 
part restored, Edward- was picked up 
by William P. Hagadorn. of the New 
York Regiment, which wa 
taloned 
on Hancock avenue, ju t 
outh of the 
Bryan House. 
An immediate friend­ 
ship sprang up between 
friend and 
foe, and they spent a 
much time to­ 
gether as conditions immediately fol­ 
lowing the battle would allow. « 'I his 
was very short a t best, the movements 
of the troops taking Hie New Yorkers 
on their way. 
Neither of the two veterans heard 
of each other for a full hall century 
hut both were hen* for the anniver­ 
sary 
in July 1863, 
and each came 
with the express purpose of finding 
out whether or 
not the 
other 
was 
all*.e. Great was their joy when they 
met, and they w*ere inseparable during 
the time of the celebration. So deep 
did their friendship for each other be­ 
come that Mr. Edwards, who was at 
that time living elsewhere, decided to 
make his home in Baltimore that he 
might enjoy 
the association of Mr. 
Hagadorn, and for several veal * ho 
has l»cen living with hi daughter. 
The story of the two men wa- well 
known in Baltimore whet** it wa 
a 
rare thing to see the one without the 
other. They spent most of their time 
together recounting 
the 
days 
and 
deeds of the 
Civil War. 
Mr. ilaga- 
dorn was 
greatly grieved 
when he 
was told of his friend’* death. 
Mr. Edwards’ boily 
was taken to 
Lancaster and interment was made in 
White Marsh Cemetery, that city, this 
morning.
